AMENDMENT

SUBJECT — Restructuring of the Medical Education Cadre in the State and Modification thereof 


No. 13189 — ME - IM - 12/2008 -H. — The Medical Education Cadre was last restructured during 
2008 and Government Resolution to this effectwas published in Health & FamilyWelfare Department 
Resolution No. 6457 -H ., dated the 4th March 2008 . 


Some of the provisions of the Resolution have been challenged in the court of law by some of 
the members of the Medical fraternity 


Government, after careful consideration of the contentions of the aggrieved members and 
keeping in view the observations of the Hon ble Court , have been pleased to make the following 
changes in the above Resolution . 


Para . ( B ) of the Resolution which was as follows : 


" In the non -teaching faculty in the Medical Colleges, the pattern would be as under 


( a ) Senior Residents 


(b ) junior Residents 


( c ) Tutors 


( d ) Demonstrators 


(i) Senior Residents : 


The existing vacancy of 93 posts in the grade ofLecturer shall be abolished and instead 93 
posts are created in the rank of Senior Resident. The Senior Resident shall be selected through a 
Selection Committee the detailed modality ofwhich shall be worked out. The term of Residents is 
initially for one year extendable up to three years with a consolidated remuneration of Rs. 15,000 
per month .

Tutors /Demonstrators : 


The total requirement as per M.C.I. norms is 192. At presentthere is a sanctioned strength 
of 89 Assistant Surgeons . These posts of Assistant Surgeons shall be redesignated as Tutors/ 
Demonstrators. Balance 103 such posts in the grade of Assistant Surgeon is created with the 
usual scale . They will be selected by due procedure including Walk -in - Interview . 


( iii) Junior Residents : 


Asper M.C.I. norms the requirement is 238. Since there are 238 P.G. seats they will work as 


such . 


The Selection of Senior Residents / Tutor /Demonstrators shall be done through a Selection 
Committee observing due procedure including through Walk - in -Interview , 


shall stand modified as follows : 


( B ) In addition to the above regular teaching cadre there shall be following pattern of faculty 
for undergoing training in teaching and treatment. 


(i) Senior Residents 


( ii) Tutors 


(ii) Senior Residents / Tutors : 


The total requirement of Tutors & Senior Residents in three Medical Colleges as per the 
norms ofMedical Council of India for a Medical College with 150 M. B. B. S. seats is 285 , out of 
which 93 are Senior Residents and 192 are Tutors . At present there is a sanctioned strength of 89 
Assistant Surgeons in three MedicalColleges & Hospitals. Besides , 93 posts ofLecturers of different 
disciplines in three Medical College & Hospitals are lying vacant. All the 89 posts of Assistant 
Surgeons and 93 vacant posts of Lecturers are abolished and in lieu thereof 182 posts of Tutors / 
Senior Residents are created . In addition 103 more posts of Tutors /Senior Residents are also 
created making the total strength in three Medical Colleges to 285 , out ofwhich notmore than 192 
posts will carry the usualpay ofAssistant Surgeons and rest shall carry the contractual remuneration 
as is decided by Government from time to time 


(iii) Junior Residents : 


As per M.C.I. norms the requirement is 238. Since there are 238 P.G. seats such students 
will work as Junior Residents ."
